Stalks Pointing Up After 
Hurricane Winds 
Have Passed 


-Newport Industries, produc- 
ers of “china grass” — unde- 
gummed ramie fiber, as well 
as degummed fiber, reports that 
of 1080 acres of growing ramie 
they’ will lose only 180 acres 
of the second’ crop because of 
the storm. 

This loss is caused, not by 
damage to the growing or ma- 
tured stalks, but because the 
roof over the decorticator blew 
away making it’ impracticable 
to complete the processing of 
the second crop. 

Previous to the storm the 
180 acres had been chemically 
defoliated or the precess had be- 
gun, and the storm finished ity 
‘The stalks are 100 percent de- 
foliated now, but very few are 
lying on the ground. 

It Was explained that the 
of steel and concrete construc- 
tion was damaged only slightly, 
only that part constructed of 
wood, obtained during war 
times,was affected, No mach- 
inery was damaged. 

Another most interesting 
fact brought out by the survey 


„after the storm is that pumping 


capacity on the 1080 acres pro- 
vides for only 1% inches run- 
off, and this amply took care 
of about a seven inch rain. This 
is explained by the fact that 
the ground has a storage tapac* 
ity when the ditches are 
pumped as they always are 
during the rainy season. By 
providing this storage capacity 
below the ground level the rdots 
are not injured. 

Jack Dempsey, Director of 
the Newport operation, states 
that loss from winds has been 
negligible during the past three 
years, and there has been no 
loss of roots in the pumped area 
during the same time, 

“Ramie can't stand wet feet,” 
is a common utterance, and it 
is so to a great degree, but main- 
taining dry feet for ramie is 


not the unsurmountable ob- 


stacle commonly considered. 
Satisfying conclusions after 
surveys following this storm 
bring out: (1) That’ only about 
14 percent of the second crop—

Successful Fall 
Crop Season Is 
Not Eliminated 


Lands Dry And No Substantial 
. Loss To Fall Opérations 


With an ear to the ground 

for possible interference by 
these so called “tropical dis- 
turbances” Glades farmers had 
proceeded in the preparation of 
ground and making plans for a 
normal fall season, but had not 
actually planted. 
Normally there would have 
been very little planting done 
by August 23, so that the early 
date of the storm has had very 
little effect on what had already 
been planned for fall crops. 

Seed beds—celery, some to- 
matoes and peppers and some 
cabbage—had been put out. 
Generally these beds have been 
damaged somewhat, but not to 
a serious degree to interfere 
with what would otherwise be 
grown. 

There were about 2,500 to 
3,000 acres of celery in the 
Glades in the past season, and 
a careful check indicates that 
there will be no loss of acreage 
for the coming season. 

Some damage was suffered 
by farmers who had not fin- 
ished harvesting field corn— 
one farmer had 500 acres with 
an estimated two tons per acre 
yield with plans to begin har- 
vest Monday the 26th. This is 
practically 100 percent loss as 
it is all blown flat on the ground. 
There are others with less acre- 
age ttot harvested in the same 
fix. 

As one old timer in the Glades 
said “I've seen many frosts or 
floods do more damage than 
this storm has done to the agri- 
culture of the Glades. The farm- 
ers still have their methods of

‘Frees, Shrubbery, Signs, Roofs 
And Buildings Are Hard 
Hit By Storm

That was a heck of a cock- 


Weatherman brewed up in the 
Caribbean sea, last week, fully 
as destructive as the famed 
1928 storm, with this exception, 
less loss of life and very little 
water. Property damages in the 
course of the storm across the 
state will exceed the property 


running into the millions of dol- 
lars. 

The Weatherman placed his 
roulette wheel pointer right at 
Florida and the storm hit with 
force at Pompano, and then took 
a northwesterly ‘course across 
the state and landing up in the 
south Georgia area around Val- 
dosta. 

Old Lake Okeechobee was 
churned as it has never been 
in the memory of present citi- 


reaching a velocity from 70 to 
155 miles an hour in the Glades 
Lake region. Most important the 
big dike held safely. 

The Pahokee-Canal Point sec- 
tor got the brunt of the storm 
and its ravages there are sor- 
ty to view. Homes demolished, 
roofs torn off, packing houses 
demolished or badly wrecked, 
the roof of the hospital badly 
damaged, a church and parson- 
age demolished, trees galore 
razed, shrubbery stripped of 
foliage, residences and business 
places more or less damaged. 
Surely a badly devastated city. 

The big, treacherous and de- 
molishing storm hit Belle Glade 
shortly before seven o'clock, 
Friday night, and for nearly 
five hours the city took a bad 
battering from the 120 to 150 
mile winds. Our damages are 
heavy, estimated at least a mil- 
lion, but an after storm resume, 
shows that we can be thankful, 
when we compare our losses 
to those sustained by the east 
coast towns of the county, es- 
pecially’ West Palm Beach, Ri- 
viera, Jupiter and Stuart, The

Florida Takes Lead 
In Hunting Facts 
About Fish Situation 


The Florida Game and Fresh 
Water Fish Commission is a 
pioneer in bringing scientific 
facts to bear on the hot commer- 
cial versus sport fishing war 
seething throughout the country, 
Dr. R. W. Eschmeyer declares 
in an August Field and Stream 
article, 

Dr: Eschmeyer, chief aquatic 
biologist of huge T V A, is an 
internationally fisheries author- 
ity. 

He writes that Florida is the 
leading state to undertake an 
impartial investigation to de- 
termine the proper place of com- 
mercial fishing in the country’s 
inland waters. Fish conserva- 
tion forces in other states gen- 
erally, he continues,-do not en- 
courage such studies because 
they know that finding the 
answers will take time and man- 
power. 

The article, entitled “Let's 
Stop Feuding,” points out that 
controlled commercial fishing is 
definitely needed as it improves 
sport fishing. 

However, commercial fishing 
in fresh water must be closely 
supervised, Eschmeyer says, Al- 
though money fishermen who 
take only non-game fish are a 
big help, there is no place to- 
day for the market fisherman 
who takes any species available 
by any means he chooses. 
Eventually, Eschmeyer- con- 
cludes, fact finding programs 
like Florida’s will find precise- 
ly where and how commercial 
fishing fits into the fish endang- 
erment picture.  *

By Slightly Injured; Heavy 
Damage To Trees And Roofs 


Two Passers 


Plowing Going Ahead Two Days 
After Storm Readying 
For Fall Plantings 


The $22,000,000 government 
constructed dike around Lake 
Okeechobee has paid for itself 
—— it owes us nothing. 

With an approximate 15-foot 
Lake level, the lashing winds 
from the north and northwest 
piled up water at the southeast 
and south shores of Lake Okee- 
chobee and a repetition of a 
ten to twelve-foot wall of wa- 
ter during the 28 storm would 
have occured. 

The strongest and longest sus- 
tained battering was undergone’ 
by the dike during this hurri- 
cane than ever before, and it 
held. 

There was some washing, par- 
ticularly in one place where the 
dike forms an angle in changing 
direction and where this angle 
is in open water. Immediate 
action was taken to repair and 
strengthen this point and work 
was underway on Monday fol- 
lowing the storm. 

R. Y. Creech and C. A. Thom- 
as, owners of Ritta Island 
around which there has been 
placed a dike at 22 foot eleva- 
tion report that the dike is un- 
damaged except in one plaće 
on the northwest corner. On 


had been pumped. from the 
farm lands on this island, 

F. A. (Dick) LeFils who has 
diked 260 acres on the south 
end of Torry Island reports that 
the water level in his farm is 
about two feet above that of 
the Lake after the storm. Two 
pump houses were blown away 
and his fuel tanks, but Dick is 
replacing these and when he is 
able to start his pumps he will 
remove the water. His dikes are 
practically unharmed and his 
farm lands will be ready in due 
time for fall plantings. 

The fact that his dikes are 
holding within their bounds a 
higher level than the Lake, 
which surrounds it, proves the 
stability of his dikes—they hold 
water. His dike is built accord- 
ing to prepared plans and speci- 
fications which dealt particu- 
larly with grass plantings on 
the water side to prevent ero- 
sion and wave-washing.

rlorida on the taxing question. 
At present there seems to be as 
harmonious a feling among the 
legislators as prevailed in the 
famous Kilkeeny fights in Ire- 
land. There will be many pro- 
positions which will get thrown 
out of the window; there will 
be a lot of wild pitch sugges- 
tions, and some of the center 
of the plate chucking.
